We are not at all hopeful and it would come as no suprise 
if buyers are not already waiting in the wings to snap up the centre,which 
by rights is your centre(Previously sold Lambhill Court building- monies?) 





Councillors have been 
threatening for years to take K.Park out of the "area of priority "which means no longer will 
Kinning Park be elligible for Urban Aid funding for Community Projects. 
However.you can sit back and watch your neighbours enjoy projects galore while you help to 
pay for them. One area of priority is Gorbals<Govan is another. What categary do you 
think Kinning Park comes under 9

Scotland has had a rerr outburst 
of parents and bairns daein 
their own impersonation of 
Superpower Teenage Ninja Tur- 
tle Radges protesting agin school 
closures and Labour party hypoc- 
risy. 

Dundee 

20 campaigners against school clo- 
sure staged a token occupation of 
Linlathen High, one of the second- 
ary schools threatened with closure, 
in Dundee on Tuesday 30th April. 
They occupied the school for sev- 
eral hours, ending at midnight. Po- 
lice were called in and threatened 
parents that, not only would they be 
arrested, but their children would be 
taken in care. 

On Saturday 4th May, anti- 
school closure campaigners staged 
a May Day demonstration round the 
Fintry estate before marching into 
town and linking up with the "offi- 
cial" May Day demo organised by 
the Trades Council. Despite the fact 
that they made up at least half the 
numbers attending, and despite sup- 
port from both the official speakers 
at the rally - a Liverpool docker and 
Julie Affionu Southey, a Nigerian 
democracy campaigner - they were 
refused permission to speak by the 
Trades Council, who had objected 
to chants of "Labour and Tory just 
the same." 

One parent, Kerreen Taylor, 
jumped up to speak anyway, but the 
Trades Council officials turned off 
the loudspeaker system. Relying on 
the power of her own lungs, 
Kerreen went on to tell a cheering 
crowd "The fight goes on!" 

On May 16 the fight did indeed 
go on as demonstrators halted an 
Education Committee meeting in 
Dundee City Chambers. At one 
point a fire alarm went off, disturb- 
ing proceedings. 

Glasgow 

As we go to press local parents and 
weans are gathering alt over Glas- 



gow for a massive victory parade. 

Of 22 schools due to be cut, only 
two are now to do so after parents, 
teachers and weans gave their con- 
sent. 14 have been saved outright 
with 7 using the opting out process 
to stop the council closing them. 

More than any other issue the 
school closure issue has highlighted 
the deceit and hypocrisy of Glas- 
gow councillors. Firstly only £4,3 
million was needed to save the 
schools which the councillors said 
they didnae huv. Oh aye, what 
about the estimated £12 million 
Glasgow City Council is gonnae 
make by selling off Strathclyde 
House and other assets. How come 
that money was not included in any 
budget plans? Glasgow citizens are 
demanding to know: Where has our 
twelve million pounds gone? 

Also another strange fact - four 
of the seven schools the council are 
most adamant aboot closing just 
happen to be along the route of the 
proposed M74. Do they think we 
are stupid. These are the schools 
that remain under occupation and 
are pursueing the opting out proc- 
ess. 

Save Our Schools has been an 
incredible fight for justice sup- 
ported by all campaign groups in 
Glasgow.

On Friday 3rd May, user groups of 
Kinning Park Neighbourhood Cen- 
tre in Glasgow began a sit-in of the 
officially closed centre. 

A rota of local people, club mem- 
bers & others demonstrating soli- 
darity has been organised, on a 24 
hour, 7 day week basis. Local peo- 
ple involved in After School Care, 
Mothers & Toddlers, youth football 
& the F.U.N. Badminton group 
have defied efforts of professional 
Community Education Workers to 
try and shut off electricity supplies 
and involve the police, as on 17th 
May. 

At a public meeting on Monday 
6th May, we agreed to continue the 
occupation, and "Save Our 
Schools" speakers from Netherton 
(Castlemilk), Greenfield (Govan) 
primary schools who were threat- 
ened with closure, and won victo- 
ries through their own occupations, 
supported our fight. Support also 
has come from Kvarnaer Shop 
Stewards, West Dunbartonshire 
Against the Cuts, James Kelman, 
the 'Scotland in Europe' cultural 
group, the SNP-led Govan Cam- 



One of RAM74s (Residents against 
the M74) main advantages is that it 
is miles ahead of the road planners. 

No date has been given for the 
M74 construction to start. No fund- 
ing arrangements have been agreed. 
No tendering for contracts has taken 
place. 

Meanwhile RAM74 activists 
feel they and their communities are 
battle ready. We have the means, 
skills, local and national support 
necessary to sustain us through a 
long struggle. 

Local people were aware that as 
of April 1st the council would at- 
tempt to start the preparatory work 
for the road. The feed back indicates 
this is indeed happening. 

Council proposals include: 

In Oatlands: knocking down 
empty tenements 

In Prospecthill: an Asda is be- 
ing planned - this will lead to job 
losses in local businesses and does 
nothing to compensate for the loss 
of 40 per cent green land in 
Toryglen and the destruction of up 
to 28 homes if the motorway goes 
ahead.

policy when he voted with all the 
other Labour Councillors for the 
'package' which had been outlined 
in mid-March. She said this only 
proved his incompetence, lack of 
accountability, and his subservience 
to the plan of Councillors Gaughan 
& Sarwar to trade off keeping St. 
Gerard's open at the expense of 
Summerton & Govan Neighbour- 
hood (Hills Trust) Centres in Govan 
and Kinning Park Neighbourhood 
Centre. After the decision to re- 
prieve St. Gerard's on Friday 17th 
May, users at Hills Trust & possi- 
bly Summerton were planning simi- 
lar action to us at Kinning Park. 
Groups like the A. A. in Summerton 
have already been told no move to 
St. Gerard's is possible in their case. 



In Castlemilk: homes, schools 
and trees are to be knocked down 
to create a slip road. 

Schools in our comunities are to 
be closed down creating prime de- 
velopment sites along the route of 
the motorway. 

In Govanhili: a "Route Action 
Plan" has been announce to help 
reduce congestion. This plan has 
fooled nobody and is seen for what 
it is - a plan to turn Govanhill into a 
massive slip road connecting the 
M77 and the proposed M74. 

Each of these proposals has met 
with considerable resistance from 
residents and/or retailers with pro- 
tests ranging from lobbying to oc- 
cupations to roof protests. All con- 
cerned are aware of the bigger pic- 
ture behind each plan - the proposed 
ten lane five mile long M74 motor- 
way. The Councillors of course 
deny any such connection. 

Activists are now assessing all 
incoming data. It is only a matter 
of time before RAM74 declares that 
the phoney war is over - and the 
campaign proper begun. Watch this 
space!
